One of the most aggravating nuisances of Dublin has 
at last been quelled. The magistrates, on Tuesday, 
decided not to grant to Miss Dillon, of the Fair-green 
Donnybrook, the certificate which is necessary to ob- 
tain a licence. The Fair itself has been suppressed 
for the last five years, but Miss Dillon has, during 
that time, had almost a monopoly of profit. Making 
her house serve as an entrance to a field, she let out 
the latter for booths, shows, caravans, and drinking 
tents, The place swarmed with the most infamous 


to keep one quarter of Dublin in an uproar, on 
the plea that her field was part of the Old Pair-green ; 
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intemperance, and indulgence in every species 
immorality, laid the foundation for misery and 
crime for life. We firmly believe that, by the 


waving all extraneous matter. 
We may take some little credit to ourselves for this 
extinction of an acknowledged wrong. The Ieisa 
Tees alone called the attention of the authorities 
to the disgraceful scenes; and as if to cushion our 
efforts, on the day succeeding our remonstrance the 
columns of two of our dear contemporaries bore testi- 
mony to the remarkable order and decorum observable 
on Miss Dillon's ground. 


Tue Papacy will not be saved—that is clear. Louis 
Napoleon desired to preserve this venerable relic of 
mediceval times. He had a real interest in its pre- 
servation. In France there is aregular army offorty 
thousand priests, who rule the young mind of France, 
and possess no slight influence over a considerable 
portion of the ignorant elders. Louis Napoleon owes 
histhrone very much to the influence of the priest- 
hood, and, either from gratitude or pelicy, he has 
strengthened their powers considerably. The priest- 
hood in France at the present moment possesses para- 
mount authority over public education. So much 
had this concession increased the actual power of the 
clerical party there, that the Irish prelacy thought to 
extort the same concession here. These forty thousand 
priests of France could preach sedition in the pulpit, 
the lecture-room, the school, and the confessional. 
Louis Napoleon endeavoured to wring some few 
concessions from the Pope---some little matters of 
form which could be soon reversed. He asked as 
little as possible, lest he should be styled the perse- 
cutor’of the Pope, and that little has beenrefused. As 
the instigator of the troubles in Italy, he was ac- 
countable for all that resulted. Quite naturally, he 
desired to propitiate so implacable and unscrupulous 
an enemy as the Papacy. It is all in vain; the 
Pope trusts to the prayers of Paul Cullen and the 
bayonets of the Swiss. He scorns the mild remon- 
strances conveyed in the Emperor's letter, and bids 
him do his worst. 

The “worst” Louis Napoleon can do is—to do 
nothing. Austria has quite enough to busy her in 
disaffected Hungary, impatient Tyrol, and dissatis- 
fied Venetia. There are fifty thousand French 
troops also in Lombardy, through whose ranks one 
hundred thousand Austrians cannot pass. 
Naples has Sicily to attend to, and Spain has her 
Morocco. Besides, there is written up the warning, 
& I will suffer no foreign intervention.” Yesterday, 
the Pope requested the loan of a few thousand French- 
men to occupy the Legations. To-day, he bids the 
Emperor “do his worst.” The former was intended 
to involve the Emperor in the unanimous hostility of 
Europe; for, if the occupation of Rome was justly 
censured, much more would the virtual possession of 
the Legations. The device was seen through and 
foiled. Louis Napoleon's “worst ” is quietly to let 
Garibaldi, Mezzocapo, and Victor Emmanuel fight 
it out with the rabble of the Duke of Modena and the 
“ Perugiani” of the Pope. 

But the Pope is quite logicial. His kingdom is not 
of this world, except so far as temporalities 
strengthen the spiritual. This temporal and spiritual 
rule is a double-headed monster with but one body. 
Now the temporal neck is thrust out, now the spirit- 
ual, but both feed the same harpy. The rule 
of the one must be perfect, for it is infallible, and has 
ever been so, notwithstanding its errors. The rule 
of the other is perfect, for it is the homogeneous sup- 
porter of the infallible. To reform a government 
is to confess error, but a confession of error leads 
heretics and sceptics to doubt infallibility, and may 
even inspire doubts among those of the faithful who 
venture to think. We, anathematised heretics, can- 
not be brought to assert that it is right that the same 
hand should ordain a priest and sign a warrant for 
an execution, should administer the Eucharist and 
manceuvre soldiers, or perform the tonsure and cut 
off heads. It may be very pious and traditional this 
incongruity, yet the very people who have been the 
subjects of the Papacy, and, therefore, “ Good Catho- 
“ lics” are dissatisfied. To secularise the Govern- 
ment now would not only be to confess error, but 
would be accepted by acritical world as proof that 
the subjects of the “ best Government on earth,” had 
reason to be seriously discontented. The Pope is, we 
say, quite logical; but, in this materialist age of ours, 
rifled muskets and volunteers prevail against the 
schoolmen’s syllogisms and citations from the Fathers.

Or would they have 
been justified in conscieneein so doing ? Our Court of 
Queen’s Bench did this betause it is & lay tribunal, 
and its judges are sworn to administer the English law, 
and not to obey the canonsof this or of that Church. But 
can any one say that the decision would have been the 
same if the clergy in Convocation, or the Kirk of Scot- 
land acting in General Aseembly, had been called upon 
to decide that controversy ? So with every sect. Give it 
temporal power, and, to be consistent, it must persecute. 
When it ceases to attempt to proselytise it surrenders its 
belief in its own p faith, or betrays an un- 
charitable indifference to the perdition of the rest of 
mankind. To abuse the Pope for retaining this Jew 
child is more unreasonable than to abuse a spider for 
entangling a fly, or a cat for seizing upon a mouse. 
Believing as the Pope is bound to believe, he must 
think that the course that has been pursued is a merci- 
ful course ; having the power to protect, he is compel- 
led in conscience to protect; it is his profession to 

ieve, and his sovereign duty to enforce that belief; 
even the duty of persecution by fire and sword only 
stops when the moral sense of the age assumes a den- 
sity of resistance equivalent to a physical obstacle. 

Yet the kidnapping a child in order to save his soul is 
not the less a crime against civil society because the kid- 
nappers are actuated by defensible motives. From the 
Pope’s point of view, and from that of his whole Church, 
whose opinions he could not with impunity disregard— 
for even Popes have been before now deposed—this 
whole affair is perfectly intelligible and perfectly de- 
fensible. But it is no less a crime against nature and 
against all human affections. The proper question, how- 
ever, is not why does the Pope do this, but why 
has the Pope the power to do this? It is not the 
Pope who does this great moral wrong, but they who 
sustain him in power, knowing what use his conscience 
will compel him to make of that power. You compel 
him to represent certain dogmas, and you arm him with 
sovereign‘power ;—ean you consistently express surprise 
that he is found using his power to enforce his dogmas? 
In all other cases we are careful to separate doctrinal 
speculation from physical force. A clergyman is, before 
all things, a man of peace. A judge is probably a man of 
strong religious convictions, but he knows that he is ex- 
pected to leave those at the door of his court, and to 
direct the physical force which moves at his command 
upon mere mundane principles of men’s temporal rights, 
upon which all can agree, and not of their 
eternal interests, upon which so many will differ. 
Here is the evil, and here is the remedy. 
The Mortara case, and a thousand other cases 
which vary only .in complexion from the Mortara 
case, are the natural consequences of the temporal 
power of the Pope. ‘Take away that temporal power, 
and the mere theoretical belief of what it would be pro- 
per for a magistrate to do under given circumstances 
would be harmless. A little censideration must, we are 
sure, convince many of thé gentlemen who have signed 
this protest that they have directed their indignation 
against the effect when they ought rather to have applied 
themselves to remove the cause. If they had asked 
Lord John Russell to use theinfluence of England to- 
wards separating the temporal from the spiritual power 
of the Pope, they would have proceeded logically to the 
end they had in view. The present state of Italy offers 
opportunities for effecting this object, and its attainment 
would do more than any other event to untie the com- 
plications of the Italian question. Many devout Ca- 
tholics would aid zealously, for they see in the so- 
vereignty of the States of the Church a scandal to the 
Catholic faith. The Ultramontane cry would be sharp 
and loud, but it would be short. At this moment it is 
quite upon the cards that this unnatural union of Priest 
and King might be divorced ifall who wished so salutary 
an European reform knew their strength and would 
speak out. If these noblemen and gentlemen and 
high ecclesiastics would hope to work any 
practical good, they must ask for something more 
than a useless remonstrance from an English 
Foreign Secretary. They must use their influence to 
the purpose of directing the diplomatic action of this 
country towards thé suppression of the temporal power 
of the Pope. Let laymen govern and dispense justice 
in Central Italy and in the oldcapital of the Cesars, and 
let the Pope of Rome reign in the consciences of all who 
form his Church. Then the people will be no longer 
oppressed, and the Pope will be no longer compelled to 
do injustice as a Prince that he may perform his duty 
asa Priest. He will have no secular power which his 
creed will compel him to abuse. He and his theocratic 
Government will no longer be in the false position of 
being the arbiters between orthodoxy and heresy, and 
of having to decide as judges what as priests they must 
perforce consider as Cases of conscience. 

The Daily News on the Birthday of the Prince 
of Wales :— 

Our young Heir-apparent is in the thoughts of many 
to-day. Never had young Prince a more auspicious 
birthday, if the festival is to be judged by the affection 
and happy anticipation it calls forth. Our Prince is not 
by character and training likely to mistake the mani: 
festations of this great day of his life, nor to boast of the 
armour of national loyalty which is investing him as if 
he had mais won victories by means of it, and made 
himself a noble fame by the use he had putit to. He is 
modest and sensible enough to know very well that it is 
in pure trust and lovingness that the people bring him the 
tribute of their loyalty and joy on his entering 
the region which, in his case, lies between youth and 
manhood. It isa peculiarity in his case—let us hope 
it will prove a privilege—that an interval of three years 
lies between the ordinary state of minority and that of 
manhood. Under certain circumstances of calamity 
to the nation and its Royal Family, it would have been 
expedient to avoid the evils of a Regency by declar- 
ing the heir to be of age ateighteen. As it is, he 
remains under guardianship till one-and-twenty, 
That is, he will not till then take his seat in the 
House of Peers, and his acts will be thore of a minor. 
It is impossible, however, that, under his peculiar 
conditions, he can be regarded, or can regard him- 
self, as the boy under governance that other youths of 
his age are. If he could, under other circumstances, haye 
been man enough to reign in his own name, he must now 
be man enough to show his quality by his life, his habits, 
pursuits, and manners. The feeling of the nation is, in 
fact, that he comes of age to-day, the dry facts of the 
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own life is sufficient for them. 

Besides these objects, ‘there mu 
engrossing interests in regard to the 
at home and abroad.

I 
am afraid I shall be touching on a subject unsuited to 
the present company in calling attention to those re- 
cent events on the Continent which led to so sanguin- 
ary an Italian campaign. With respect to that campaign, 
her “Majesty’s Government have abstained from 
all interference; but the time may come when the 
Treaty having been signed, ulterior measures may be 
completed by the great Powers of the Continent, and 
when probably an invitation may be addressed to the 
Powers which were parties to the Treaty of Vienna, to 
join in an European for the settlement of the 
affairs of Italy. Hitherto, I may say, no formal invita- 
tion should be addressed to us. It will be our duty to 
deliberate | on the matter, with a view to 
the mamtenance of that principle which 
we consider sacred—viz., that no force shall be used 
for the purpose of dictating to the Italian nation the 
choice of its rulers, or for the purpose of coercing its 
people with regard to the Government which they may, 
after mature deliberation, prefer. (Hear, hear.) The 
recent complications on the Continent have led to the 
armament of the great Power of Europe, and the storm 
which was raised in Italy has created sympathetic dis- 
turbances in other countries. Looking to the unsettled 
state of Kurope,it would not do for us to be unprepared 
as regards our national defences, or to depend upon the 
sufferance of any other power however friendly for the 
continuance of tranquility (hear, hear). I rejoice in 
being able to say that her Majesty’s government conti- 
nues to receive the assurances of the most pacific chara 
ter from all her allies. We have no reason 
to believe that anynation in Europe, o: any 
other place of the world entertains  inten- 
tions of hostility towards this country. Never- 
theless looking at the feverish state of foreign countries, 
it becomes us to be on our guard. Weshould remember, 
and it is satisfactory to do so, that if any real danger 
should occur, the wealth of this country will always 
enable us to meet that danger in the most effective way. 
Prebable dangers there are not, but it is for possible 
dangers that we must provide—(hear, hear)—and if 
ever that possible danger should arise, her Majesty’s 
Government will feel it their duty to take measures for 
the protection of our shores, in the full confidence that 
in doing so they will have the hearty support of a 
great, free, and generous people. (Loud cheers, amidst 
which the right hon. gentleman resumed his seat.

to . It was a very prevailing belief that 


eloquence, or as it was sometimes called, talk, had 
declined of late years, and that it was not at all held in 
the same estimation as formerly. This was regarded by 
some as the inevitable tendency of society, and by others 
as the result of increased common sense. The inference 
which had been deduced from this assumed fact was, that

in Parliament, on the platform, in the pulpit, 
the bar, and would here remark, that while 
in obedience to the 
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termined independence of spirit. he had never heard 
from any member of this institution. (Applause) In 
fact, the lessons which it inculcated were all practical, 
and delivered with an energy that might commend them 
to the reception and enforce their adoption to all who 
were intent on profiting by theadvice and the eloquence 
with which they had been put before them. (Hear, hear.) 
It had to him been also a great source of gratification, 
not only from the position which he held, but 
with reference to his own personal recollections, to know 
and to testify that the display of that evening had en- 
titled the gentleman who had just addressed them to 
represent the name and the talent of Plunkett. (Loud 
applause.) He had the honour to propose, which he 
knew would be adopted unanimously, and with the 
greatest determination, that the marked thanks of the 
meeting be awarded to the auditor for his address. (Ap- 
plause. ) 

Mr. Whiteside, M.P., who was received with loud 
cheers, said he had great pleasure in seconding the mo- 
tion. The learned auditor, with much kindly feeling, 
thanked those who had assenibled for their presence, 
but, he (Mr. Whiteside) begged to tender him his 
thanks for having enjoyed such an intellectual treat as 
he had laid before them. (Hear, hear.) He had warned 
those of his hearers who were members of the society 
against what he termed the “ dodges” of rhetoric ; and he 
showed, by the tone and the style of his address, what were 
considered to be the distinction between the artificers of 
rhetric and the true eloquence which rushes from the 
heart. (Applause.) There was something very in- 
téresting in considering the personal character of the 
auditor, for he not only respresented the name o- 
Plunkett, but he likewise had given them a fair specis 
men of the brilliant eloquence of Bushe. (Loud 
Applause.) The auditor spoke as if inspired by the 
recollections of the past; and, unquestionably 
no man ever entered into public life under, it 
might be supposed,greater disadvantages than the illus- 
trious character from whom he had sprung; but he had 
informed them that true genius had the power of 
overcoming difficulties, and he (Mr. Whiteside) was 
much deceived if he would not overcome the difficulties 
of his distinguished position, and surpass the great re- 
putation of those from whom he had descended. (Ap- 
plause.) There had been a brilliant piece of eloquence 
spoken by Lord Justice Bushe, when this society was ex- 
pelled from the college walls; and the auditor, who had 
collected what he called specimens of Irish eloquence, 
had not unwisely placed almost the first speech of Mr. 
Bushe as amongst the proudest triumphs of his genius. 
(Hear hear.) e had read that morning, by accident 
an oration spoken by Mr. Borrowss,in closing an annual 
meeting of that society, and if any gentleman had the 
leisure to read that h, he (Mr. Whiteside) would 
venture to assert that he would be of opinion 
that he had perused one as full of matter 
and force, and instruction, as eve that 
spoken by one of the simplest and noblest orators whom 
this country had produced. (Cheers.) While he (Mr. 
Whiteside) admired the address of the auditor, he should 
say a word, not by Way ofreply, because that was not 

ermitted,but ratheras a commentary on that portion of 
it in which fhe"had discussed the decline of Varliamen- 
tary eloquence. (Laughter.) The anditor had told 
them this would be an éxcellent subject tor discussion 
in their society; and he (Mr. Whiteside) 
ventured to sey it would ive them 
ample scope for the exhibition of all their Frisk patriot- 
ism and talent. He had very justly observed that 
the eloquence of Parliament had changed its character, 
although it had not lost much ofits original excellence— 
(Hear, hear.) He had taken a period of sixty years, 
but he should ask him, whom did he choose, Pitt or Fox, 
Canning or Plunkett? (Hear, hear.) He (Mr. White- 
side) thought, if he took the speech of Pitt, in 1813, he 
would find it. difficult to discover one of 
greater ability, taking into consideration the 
subject discussed, andthe manner in which it was 
handled. He might, besides, claim Romilly, Macin- 
tosh, Grey, Brougham, Lyndhurst, and he would not 
speak of the Parliament of the present day. (Laughter.) 
Now, his notion of the matter was, that there was 
greater flexibility of intellect in the public men of the 


present day than there had been exhibited by the pub 
lic men of the day to which he (ti 
auditor) had referred. [t was a most singular 
circumstance’ that the men of that time had written | 
the best books they haye for their perusal. A man 
would be a banker l’ke Mr. Grote, and yet write an im- 
perishable history ; or be a debaterin Parliament, like 
Mr, Macaulay, and yet be engaged in writing a book 
which would make his name immortal. (Hear, hear.) 
Let him take another instance. Lord sroughan., who 
they had been told by Mr. Justice Crampton was begin - 
ning to live again, and was commencing a new series 
of lectures which he intended to deliver in the course of 
the next ten years. (Laughter), He (Mr. Whiteside) 
thought that the auditor would admit that no one period 
of the Irish Parliament could bear comparison, in point 
of knowledge and information, with that displayed by 


the men who lived at the subsequent period, to which he | 


referred. (Hear, hear.) He had also said that men of 
business were more numerous in Parliament than 
heretofore, but men of business admired Sheil, and there, 
was still, to use the language of Mr. Sheil, a good deal 
of polite virulence in the House of Commons. (Hear, hear 
and laughter.) He had mentioned one name which, no 
doubt, established his point—the nameof Burke. But, 
then, that University could not expect to give their 
friends on the other side of the water more than once in 
a century such acharacter as Burke. (Applause.) He 
was considered to be the best authority on every sub- 
ject. Adam Smith said he had told him all the 
thoughts he had been meditating for years : SirJoshua 
Reynolds pronounced him the best judge of a picture ; 
and the Bedfordshire farmer consulted him how he was 
to bruise turnips. (Laughter) There had been six 
members of the University carried off by the Civil 
Service Commissioners. That was to their credit. 
although it might operate as a loss; and they shovld 
remember that every description of training within their 
walls was directed to qualifying for that which, at the 
present day, could be procured, but from which their 
predecessors had been excluded a just share, according to 
their merits in all the public appointments of the State. 
(Applause.) While he (Mr. Whiteside) quite agreedjwith 
the auditor on all he had said as to platform eloquence, 
he might take the liberty of suggesting whether it was 
the best school for eloquence, and for this reason, that 
the platform orator w2s not open to reply. It was the 
sharp discussion, the quick debate, and the spirit of re- 

ly, that improved what might be termed the power of 

iscussion. e auditor concinded his admirable address 
by an appeal to the patriotism of the youth of Ireland ; 
and he (Mr. Whiteside) agreed with him, from the 
bottom of his heart, that the truest interest of the in- 
dividual mast be ever involved in pursuing the truest 
interests of hiscountry. (Hear, hear.) They would, too, 
by adopting the course so eloquently sketched by the 
auditor, not only maintain the old character of the 
University but, by advancing the true interest of their 
country, establish for themselves imperishable names. 
(Loud applause.)

e President then said that he had on former occa- 
sions offered prizes to the members of the society, but 
he had experienced great difficulty as to the subjects 
which he ought to select for the essays. He had always 
considered it of great importance to encourage excellence 
in English composition, and therefore he was determined. 
on this occasion, to make a great effort, and offer a gold 
medal for an essay upon whatever subject he might se- 
lect himself, or which might be selected by the com 
mittee. He did consider that gold would be able to 
bring out the talent of the society—(laughter)—but they 
nad also proposed that if the talent educed was not worthy 
of gold they would give silver instead. They did not, 
however, intend to sink lower than that, and give copper 
or brass. He was happy to say that although the subject 
chosen for the essay was one that required to be hand- 
led with great delicacy, yet he jhad never been more 
pleased than with the perusal of the two essays which 
had been received. The one which he had selected was 
remarkable for the excellence and vig our of its thought, 
the purity of its style, the generosity, and, he might also 
add, the gravity of its sentiment, and was well worthy 
of the talent belonging to the Historical Society. The sub- 
ject selected by him was Italy, and he would say that 
he thought it his duty, while president, to give his 
young friends the advantage of his own experience in 
public life. To those, then, how early opinions became 
modified, and how difficult it was to apply those theoretic 
principles, which to young men are justly 
of so much importance, to the realities of life 
with which statesmen and senators have to deal. And 
while there was nothing of greater importance to young 
men than an inflexible adherence to principle, and which 
should never be interfered with, they should at the same 
time never forget the practical purposes of life, and 
those wise and moderate means wich are noone SS 
be adopted in order to be successfui “5 regarcien| those 
realities with which men have to deal. (ier, aos.) 
He thought the cause of Italy—the living interest WitaA 
which it was invested—the interest connected with lia 
history and its hopes, would furnish a fit subject for the 
exercise of the talent of the thoughts and guodly 
feclings of those over whom it was now his high pri- 
vilege to preside. (Hear, hear.) He would venture to 
say of the essay which he had selected, signed “ His- 
tory and Philosophy,” whoever read it—he cared not 
whether he was a scholar of the University or a 
student, or a man in ordinary lite—would rise from its 
perusal a wiser and better man. (Applawse.) He would 
also add, that although he had gone ever it with 
critical exactness, there were not six words 
in it which he could alter with advantag> 
to the composition. (Hear, hear.) He did not know 
who “ History and Philosophy” was; but, if he made 
his appearance, it would affurd him great pleasure, to 
confer on him the distinction which he so justly merited. 
[Mr. Gibson here presented himself, and the learned 
gentleman placed a gold medal around his neck, amidst 
great enthusiasm.| It only remained for him (the learned 
speaker), before closing the meeting, to express how 
gratitied he felt that, under his presidency, the society 
had attained its present prosperous condition. (Ilear, 
hear.) They had now what Chancellors of the Ex- 
chequer so much desired—a treasury witha surplus 
His own opinion about the society, when he toox the 
office of president, was, that the advantages which it 
afforded, formed what he called an integral part of a 
sound university education. (Hear, hear.) He had 
from time to time an opportunity of attending its de- 
bates, and he found that the members exhibited earnest 
and diligent preparation. i

It was also to be observed 
that the men who succeeded there were the men who 
had been most successful in the other branches of the 
University curriculum. The tact was that the depart- 
ments of what ought to be called self-education wer: 

very essential for taking advantage of the opportunities 
which the University afforded; and university education, 
in his opinion. was the true and proper foundation for 
whatever avocation in lifea man might subsequently 
enter. (Hear, hear). Hefound, before he left Parliament, 
that the universal conclusion to which commentators on 
education came to was this—that there had been a 
great mistake committed in taking men when young, 
cramming them, and hemming them into a particular 
line of education for particular departments in life, in 
place of allowing a man to cultivate all his 
faculties, his genius, the feelings of his heart, and 
laying the foundation of wisdom and happiness 
in future lite as a citizen and a Christian. (Applause). 


He could only say, in conclusion, that he never came 
amongst them but he was instructed and edified, and he 
| hoped he never would allow any circumistances in after 


lite to separate him from the happy recollection of the 
hours he had spent in that society, of which he hoped 
long to continue the president. (Applause).

Srx,—The leaders which appeared in your journal of 
Satarday and Wednesday last, on the subject of the 
Water Sapply to Dublin, are not, in my humble judg- 
ment, as creditable to your editorial department as those 
which usually form that portion of your paper. Some of 
the statements contained in the first are such i 
¢ Xagyerations of the disadvantages attendant upon every 
open river, lake, reservoir, canal, or other means of im- 
pounding water, or conveying itfrom one locality to 
another, as to throw wholesale discredit on the source 
from which your information on the subject is derive4, 
andof which you may, possibly, have but little practical 
knowledge. 

That the water supplied to both the Grand and Royal 
Canals is derived from sources of unquestienable purity 
has been long placed beyond doubt. The supply to the 
Royal Canal is from Lough Onwell, covering an area of 
2,500 statute acres, and the water “í which has been re- 
peatedly shown to be of unexceptionable purity. 
The water of the ‘Srand Canal is known to 
be at all times supplied principally from springs, 
and, in the dy season of the year, is known to 
have no O' »er source. Samples of the water of both 
these ~anals were, by desire of the respective directors, 
taken from the basins at LBlessington-street and 


i’ortobello—from the latter personally by Dr. Apjohn— 
and both were strictly analysed by him. Copies of these

. the Dodder water, conveyed along the city water 
course, contains less saline and organic matter than 
that in the Portobello basin. The absolute amount of 
these impurities in both cases is small, so that both 
are, when compared with other waters, of excellent 
quality, very pure ; and, as respects the canal water, I 
have no hesitation in saying that the specimen of it 
‘which I have examined is soft, sweet, and wholesome, 
and well adanted for domestic use of every description.”’ 

That the water so described by Dr. Apjohn passes in 
the state in which he so desctibes it, into the pipes by 
which it is distributed through the city, there can be no 
question ; but that inits passage through those pipes, it is 
materially ted in quality is, unfortunately, not 
ta be denied. The cause of this is well known to be 
a vegetable matter called “spongilla,” which is grown 
in the pipes. 

Together with the water there is carried into these 
pipes a deposit of earthy matter, as well as the seeds of 
the aquatic plants from the growth of which no open 
water is ever free. These latter naturally take root in | 
the earthy deposit resting in thepipes, and in this way 
form the vegetable “spongilla” so justly complained of, 
afd of which both the taste and the smell are highly 
objectionable. The remedy is, however, very simple, 
and would consist in the mere filtration of the water, 
before passing into the pipes, by which both the earthy 
and the vegetable matters would be effectually ex cluded 
‘fom the pipes. 

The ~~ yes for the filtration of the water through 
sand, in the ordinary way, or for its effective purification 
through a properly-constructed bed of sand and char- 
coal, are processes well understood, and could not in- 
volve any heavy expense: if effectually carried out, 
they would render the water supply of this city in- 
ferior to none other in any part of the United King- 
dom. This stbject ought to receive, at the hands of 
our mani@pal body, that attention to which it is, on 
every possible ground, entitled, were it only in refer- 
‘ence to the six or eight years during which the supply 
must continue to be taken from the canals. ' 

As to the newly-developed plan of the Corporation, to 
‘hich your editorial remarks of Wednesday apply, and 
in which you repeat some of the unseemly and ill- 
founded remarks, as to “ the inhabitants of Dublin being 
compelled to drink water which has flowed over the de- 
composed bodies of men and animals,” there are some 
obser¥ations more consistent with fact, and better de- 
serving attention. Among these is that in which you 
mm to the Liffey, at Coy Ford, “being freguented 
both by men and animals.” Knowing the Liffey as in- 
tláitely as you appear to be acquainted with it, yon 
eannot have failed to notice the droves of cattle which 
are to be seen in the summer season availing them- 
selves of its “lavatory’’ qualities, cooling themselves in 
the stfeam, and otherwise disporting themselves with 
respect to it, in away “not calculated to promote 
its purity.” As for the 8,000 houses in the 
suburbs, the revenue from which you estimate 
a -  eegual to four per cent. per annum on an 
outlay of £450,000, there may be some rather liberal 
allowance for scepticism. When it was proposed, a few 
years ago, to extend the water supply to Upper Bagyot- 
street, there were not found one dozen householders in 
this thickly-inhabited locality to second the movement 
which mevessarily fell to the ground. Exaggerations of 
this class can never serve the cause they seek to 
advocate. 

As to the actual quality of the water supplied, all 

ties can now satisfy themselves by submitting to the 
test of that most delicate instrument ot analysis, “the 
tongue,” the water momentarily supplied to the drink- 
ing fountains through the city, and which will as- 
suredly bear comparison with any that may be drawn 
from the Liffey.—I am, sir, a constant reader of your

usehold—should treat him so! Is 
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28th, 1858, it is manifest that the great objection lay 
against our valued service for Ath November. Compel 
us to close our churches they cannot, even though the 
Act of Parliament enjoining religious observance of the 
day be repealed (we pray not by Act of Par- 
ment), And here I may say that the manner 
| in which this has been done is most unconstitutional, nay 
illegal. This service was revised twice by convocation, 
and convocation should have been consulted ere it was 
withdrawn. In a national aspect (continued the 
preacher), I look upon this as a most serious act ; it was 
y causing our Queen to say, “As far as we are 
concerned, we remove all obligation from eur clergy to 
keep this day of thanksgiving, and it is our Royal will 
and pleasure that for these mercies God be thanked no 
more!” ‘That England will meet with national judg- 
ment forthis practical infidelity I am as confident as 
that [stand here to-day: “ The nation and kingdom that 
will not serve thee shall perish.” It was pretended that 
by observing this day we kept up heats, animosities, &c., 
between Protestants and Roman Catholics. Now, to 
show you the wickedness, as wellas the inconclusiveness, 
of such re.soning, let us suppose that in Israel’s days of 
old *, was said by some liberal Jew, “Oh, cease these 
vers—these feasts of Tabernacles and of Purim; the 
yptians are under the Red Sea’s waters; Sihon, King of 
the Amorites, and Og of Bashan are conquered and anni- 
hilated, and the Hamans are no more ; be generous, and 
leave these useless displays;” and that such had been 
acted on, and the anniversary celebrations made to 
cease, what would have been the reply of Jehovah ? and 
what the nation’s history ? Lord Macaulay has well 
said, in writing of great Derry’s relief, “ A people that 
take no pride in the noble achievements of remote an- 
cestors will never achieve anything worthy to be re- 
membered by remote descendants.” Patriotism, love of 
country, as well as duty to our God, make it not only 
worthy, but compulsory, that we should keep this day 
in perpetual memory, which, please God, we will do “ as 
aforetime.” Enemies may persecute, false friends dis- 
courage, infidels sneer, and lukewarm Laodicceans be 
only too glad to have the legal obligation to observe this 
day taken off their shoulders, if it ever be thus taken 
off, which is a question; but “ we will not hide from our 
children or congregations, but will show to the 
generations yet to come, the praises of the 
Lord, bis strength, and the wonderful works 
that he hasdone.” In all thingssecular we are cheer- 
fully loyal, and ready to “give to Caesar the things that 
are Cesar’s ;” but if it be concerning the law of our 
God, we must obey Godrather than man, and will not run 
the risk of our God’s displeasure or our country’s ruin 
for any earthly consideration. The rev. gentleman then 
recapitulated the steps by which public men had been 
making inroads on our religious and civil liberties, and 
said that, looking on this as but one link of a chain 
among many, he should not be surprised that ere Idhg 
an order would be made to bow down to the antitype 
of Nebuchadnezzar’s image, the breaden God of the 
Papacy. To,be forewarned would, he hoped, prove to be 
forearmed. Norcould he see how Romanists should take 
umbrage at this celebration. By doing so they virtually 
asserted that their principles and those of 
Garnet and Guy Fawkes were the same ; 
and, as to the other event celebrated—viz., the ad- 
vent of the glorious and immortal William, whom our 
Queen’s husband had declared to he the greatest mo- 
narch that had ever swayeda British sceptre, and the 
present Roman Catholic Attorney-General had said was 
well called immortal—Remanists were indebted to him 
for blessings and liberties which they would be denied 
in any Popish country of Europe. Let the enemy, how- 
ever, view it as they may, and place-hunting statesmen 
discourage and cast obloquy as they choose, we are

ROLLS COURT—YEsTERDAT. 
Bead v. Simpson. 

Mr. Vereker stated the case for the petitioner. The 
petition was presented by Mr. Richard Bead, of the 
county Kildare, against his landlord, Mr. Jos eph Simp- 
son, to procure from him a grant in perpetuity of his 
(petitioner’s) farm. Mr. Simpson held the estate of the 
Chantor Lands under the Chantor of St. Patrick's, and 
had lately purchased the fee-simple. The petitioner 
held under him, with a toties quoties clause for perpetual 
renewal, and had tendered his lanclord £48 as his part 
of the purchase for the grant in annuity, but the land- 
lord had not accepted it, nor had he claimed any differ- 
ent sum. 1 

Mr. Crampton, for the respondent, the landlord, was 
bound to grant the interest in perpetuity, but was enti- 
tle to a larger sum than £48 for purchase. 

The Master of the Rolls said it was the duty of the 
landlord to furnish the tenant with the calculation of 
his claim on account of the purchase. He would direct 
the case to stand until Wednesday next, in order that 
the landlord might make the calculation referred to. 

M‘Cormack v. Hickey. 

The petition in this case was presentel in re- 
ference to ‘a bill of costs furnished by the re- 
spondent for the execution of a lease. It appeared 
the parties met in Templemore, at the close of 
1858, when Mr. Hickey agreed to grant a lease 
to Mr. M‘Cormack of certain lands in the co. Tipperary 
of which he is the landlord, and, being also solicitor, 
undertook to have it duly executed. A question arose 
requiring a clause of surrender, which Mr. M‘Cormack 
wanted, and which Mr. Hickey refused, consenting to 
substitute the term from 21 to 31 years. ‘This, it was 
understood by Mr. Hickey, was agreed to. The deeds 
were drawn, but Mr. M‘Cormack refused to execute 
them, as they did not contain the surrender clause. In 
April last, Mr. Hickey sent in his bill of costs, amount- 
ing to £7, and demanded payment, which was refused, 
In June, petitioner’s solicitor offered £3 10s., considering 
that sum ample. Mr. Hickey thought otherwise, and in 
July he served a writ of summons and plaint 
do recover the full amount. To prevent that the pre- 
sent petition was filed. 

The Master of the Rolls said some of the parties were 
very much to blame for causing all this litigation about 
such a small sum, and he would grant an order of re- 
ference; reserving the question of costs.

The case arose out of the recent election 
riots in Limerick, where some persons were shot by the 
police. The grand jury at the last Limerick Assizes, 
found a bill for mavslaughter against the defendant, 
Mr. Bell, R.M., which was subsequently removed by 
certiorari into the Queen’s Bench.

Mr. Bell acknowledged the recognisance.

The action was for ejectment on 
the title, and was tried at the last assizes for the county 
Antrim, before the Lord Chief Baron.
